Tests 
engineers have proved it. : 


What happens is this: ; 

When fog or moist .atmosphore 
surrounds the motor, there is 
really a decrease of about ‘seven 
per cent, in power rather than a 
rise in pep, as we have been led to 
believe. This is because the water 
vapor of the atmosphere, entering 
with the air through the carbu- 
retor, mixes with the gasoline and 
&o dilutes it enough to weaken its 
effect, More, gasoline, thérefore, 
has ‘to be fed into the engine to 
maintain ‘the efficiency it had in 
dry weather. ~ ° sie 

‘On the other hand, the diluted 
gasoline tends to slow up.the rate 
of combustion in the cylinders and 
this prevents Imocking,- or .pre- 
ignition. Since there is no detona- 
tion, due to this retarded combus- 
tion, the engine in moist weather 
seems to be running quieter and 
smoother and therefore botter. .

The battery. is guaranteed 
for three years, but we have some 
that have lasted. seven to eight 
years. The tyres last four to five 
years, and the motor is made so 
that it requires little or no atten- 
tion", : u 

“When I bought: the Detroit 
Electric Car Company two years 
ugo, I changed the design of the 
old-type electric from ‘the high 
box-like shape to one that, con- 
forms more with the present gago- 
line design... The ola tvpe electric 
still is desired « oy some people, 

owever, so we have only jenerse 
it and made it: more comfortable 
inside.” 


: “Swamped” With Orders, ; 


Dunk dropped every saleman 
when he "took over the company, 
yet he says he is selling ‘more 

automobiles. than he did two’ years 
ago.“ In fact, he says he is 
swamped with orders that are‘ too 
many for him to handle at pres- 
ent. Heuvis putting up a new fac- 
tory, -however, and’ when that’ is 
completed his production, will, in- 
crease. with the demand. q 


“There is ‘ao big demand to-day 
for electrics," he sa}s, “not only 
in the United States, but in China, 
Japan, Indja and other countries 
where the price of fuél is -high 
and recent water ‘power develop- 
ments, have made electricity quite 
cheap, .It is easier and cheaper to 
recharge a storage battery in
